HOME RULE. 

If ever foo!s rushed in where angels feared 
to tread it was when the Canedian parliament 
passed its late Irish home rule resolutions. 
With the fishery question, the Chinese ques- 
tion, the Nova Scotia secession question and 
the North-West rebellion question on hand 
our legislators have enough todo and will be 
doing well enough if they manage our affairs 
successfully without interfering with the Ir- 
ish or any other question that does not con- 
cern them. It is never politic to interfere in 
what does not concern, Should the British 
parliament interfere in Canadian matters 
what a howl would be raised, and if a how! is 
not raised ayainst Canadian interferance with 
imperial affairs it is because such interferance 
is too ridiculous to merit notice. When the 
minds of all the statesmen who have guided 
successfully the destinies of the great British 
empire during the late years aie being put 
to the most severe strain over this Irish ques- 
tion it is a good time for Canadian leyislators 
who have not u.ade such an unparalleled suc- 
cess of the governiuent of their own country 
to hold their tongucs on the subject. A large 
proportion of the population of Canada being 
of Irish descent it is ouly natural that they 
should take an interest in the affairs of their 
mother country, but why the whole popula- 
tion should be dragged into taking sides on 
this vexed question is not apparent froma 
Canadian standpoimt. We have disputes 
enough of our own on hand without taking 
part in those of our neighbors. The Irish in 
Canada have solved the Irish question for 
themselves in the best way in which it can 
be solved, by leaving Ireland, its rack rent, 
potatoe rot and religious feuds, behind them 

and coming to a country where, free from 
these drawbaocke, their natural industry ana 
ability may be exercised to their own best 
advantage. If instead of taking partjin the 
quarrels now going on at home they would 
advise their friends to follow their example 
they would be doing both Ircland and Cana- 
da, both their friends and themscives, better 
service, At the present time the Irish ques- 
tion is almost as difficult of solution as the 
Question, '' What is the result when an irria 
sistible force comes in contact with an im- 
moveable body?’ While two-thirds of the 
people of Ireland believe that home rule is 
their only salvation the remaining third be- 
lieve as firmly that it means destruction to 
them, Every step towards conciliating one 
party is a step towards irritating the other. 
To the one party the red coat is the badge of 
Oppression and misrule to the other the sign 
of civil and religious liberty. The material 
interest, tradition and prejudice of the one 
party is with national and of the other with 
imperial control. Between the two parties | 
there is an irrepressible conflict that so far 
from: growing out has been growing in for the 
past 200 years until now it ix more bitter than 
ever before, Already the majority in Ireland 
revel in the prospect of soon being able to 
place their heel upon the neck of what has 
been until now the dominant party; while 
they declare they will resist to the death and 
already are preparing for what they belleve 
to be inevitable if home rule is granted. On 
the other hand the home-rulers declare for | 
rebellion more or less open, or even an at- | 
tack on Canada, if their demands are not ac: | 
ceeded to. How Canadian statesmen ean de. | 
sire to mix their country up ina quarrel such | 
as this is unaccountable on any grounds of | 
patriotism or common sense, especially when 
it is remembered that it would be only too 
easy to pliant the Irish quarrel on Canadian 
ground,

Tne MacLeod Gazette calls attention to its 
investigation of charges against I, G. Baker 
& Co. of furnishing flour to the Indians on 
the contract of '82 and ‘83 of such bad quality | 
that many of them died from eating it. This | 
is the statement made by Dr. Girard, who | 
was government medieal attendant for the | 
Indians atthe time. From the Gazette's in- 
vestigation it appears that two other medical 
men think the deaths were caused by erysi- 
pelas and not by eating bad flour; and that 
the flour when supplied by I. G. Baker & Co. 
was in good condition and acording to con- 
tract but became damaged and unfit for use 
while lying in the government storehouse. 
This explanation clears I, G. Baker & Co. 
but does not materially strengthen the asser- 
tion of the government that the Indians were 
properly fed. No doubt,as the Gazette says, 
a guod deal of the righteous indignation ex- 
pressed by certain M. P’s. against I. G. Baker 
& Co. arises from trade jealousy. They would 
only be too glad to have that firm discredited 
and debarred from competing for government 
contracts, a result that would not be to the 
benefit of either the Indians or the govern- 
ment. The BULLETIN would not like to stand 
security for the firm having always fulfilled 
their contracts to the letter, but if they did 
not, the fault was with the government of.- 
ficials not with the firm, which was and isa 
responsible institution and can be compelled 
to fulfilany contract it may enter into, as 
many government contractors, cousins, 
brothers, etc., of M. P’s., cannot. To debar 
I.G. Baker & Co. from contracts would 
simply be to allow the friends of the govern- 
ment in Ottawa an casier and fatter thing 
while the revenue of the country would gain 
nothing and the qual.ty of the service would 
be injured.

Rerorren that the snowy and wet weather | 
of the early part of May has rotted some of | 
the early sown wheat so that it is not coming 
up. With this exception crops never looked | 
better than at present. | 

Rev. Messrs. Howarp, McLachlan and 
Baird left for the south on Tuesday, The 
two former go to attend the Methodist dis- 
trict meeting at Calgary and the latter the 
Presbyterian general assembly in Toronto. 

T.P, Wapswortn inspector of Indian farms 
and agencies is expected to arrive here short- 
ly on atour of inspection. He is now at 
Peace Hills. Mr. Wadsworth is spoken of as 
a probable successor to the present Indian 
commissioner. His appointment could not 
fail to be satisfactory to all parties having 
dealings with the Indian department. 

Micuaks Davitt a leading Irish home ruler 
is reported to have said recently in reference 
to the opposition of the people of Ulster to 
home rule, ‘‘ Leave them alone to us. We 
will make short work of these gentry. They 
are not Irish, only English and Scotchmen 
who settled among us. It would be an ab- 
surdity to allow them to dictate to Irishinen 
how Ireland shall be governed, The nation- 
alists will wage war to the death against any 
bill which docs not subject Ulster to the rule 
of astatutory parliament at Dublin.” 

It has been stated in the House of Com 
mons that there is considerable emigration 
this seeson from Texas and Dakota to Mani- 
toba. The Morden News says: ‘‘The many 
concessions made by the C. P. R. authori- 
ties to the demand of public opinion in this 
province must be duly credited in estimating 
the causes which have so greatly changed the 
relative prosperity of the farmerrs of Dakota 
and the farmers of Manitoba,” And yet the 
News and many other Manitoba papers con- 
demn the farmer’s union which put these de- 
manda into shape and pressed them homme, 
The union did more good to the province of 
Manitoba during the short period of its exis- 
tence than all its politicians from Girard to 
Norquay ever tried to do, 


Messrs. Suir and party arrived from Bat- 
tleford on Fridav, ten days out, coming in by 
Beaver lake. Their flat-boat trip occupied 
19 days, thirteen of which were consumed in 
reaching Victoria and six in getting from 
there to Battleford, The rise of water caught 
then at Victoria. They landed 550 bushels 
of barley and potatoes at Victoria, the same 
amount ot Pitt, and 850 of potatoes, 1,200 of 
barley and 250 of oats at Battleford. They 
#unk one boat and had many accidents in 
wetting to Victoria but from there down a 
gootrun was na'e; only aday anda hal’ 
from Pitt to Battletord, EK. Richard arrived 
at Battleford two days after the Smiths, hav- 
ing laid up for high water twenty miles this 
side of Victoria. Battleford was reached on 
the lith, three days afterthe contract time, 
but no objection was made by the agent to 
whom the supplies were delivered as they 
were in plenty of time for seeding. The con 
tractors speak very highly of the Indian 
agent Archdeacon McKay and Frank Otten 
of the agency office as men who understand 
their business and with whom it is pleasant 
to have dealings. Messrs. Smith explain the 
case stated against them by the Saskatche 
wan Herald in reference to the agricultural 
society contract as follows; The telegram ac- 
cepting their offer stated that the contract 
to be signed had been sent by mail, They 
waited eighteen days for the contract but it 
never came, Not knowing what ita condi- 
tions might be they did not like to risk pur- 
chasing 6 He its arrival, While waiting for 
the contract the price of barley and pecenoes 
went up. They then telegraphed that they 
would require 60e-—not 7hc -a bushel more 
to fill the contract, which offer was refused 
by the society. There was a scarcity of lum- 
ber for building purposes as Fraser & Co's 
rafts had not arrived, Lumber was on the 
ground for police buildings which had been 
freighted from Prince Albert and cost laid 

down $150 perM. An offer had been made 

to deliver similar lumber from Edunonton at 

$50 per M, at whieh price the contractor 
could have made stacks of money,
